Detroit, Mich., Feb. 7.—Frtd A.Baker, 


a prominent attorney of Detroit, has filed 
an nnswer to a suit brought against him 
in the Oakland county circuit court, In-

Stephen Baldwin bought'a farm, upon 


which Mr. Baker held a mortgage that 
became due, to tho amount uf {364, in- 
cluding interest. Mr. Baldwin tendtred 
Mr. Baker 364 silver dollars, and asked 
for tbo cancellation of the mortgage. 
Mr. Baker refused to surrender the mort- 
gage for the 3(i4 silver dollars, but agreed 
to cancel it if be ^received enough silver 
dollars to f qnaln at the present bullion 
value of silver, 384 gold dollars.

and he flled a suit in equity asking for a 
decree commanding Mr Baker to cancel 
the mortgage in view of tbe tender made. 
In tbs answer Mr. Baker submits that 
under the power "to coin money, regulate 
the value thereof and ot foreign coins, 
and fix the standard of weights and meas- 
ures" tbe congress of the United States 
baa no mere authority or powe, as far as 
pre-existing contracts for the payment of 
money Bra concerned, to diminish or in- 
crease tba numbor of grains of pare gold 
or pure silver in the dollar in which a 
contract Has bean lawfully expressed than 
it has to pre-existing contracts to change 
the number of grains in an ounce or the 
number of ounces in » pound or the num- 
bor of Inches in a foot, or to change any 
other standard of weighs or measures.

NEGROES IN CANADA.

minion. 


The total colored population of To- 


ronto is about 800, almost the same as 
the French and the Italians. The older 
generation of negroes are escaped 
slaves, who came here before the war, 
and have remained since. It will be re- 
membered that negroes came to this 
country in large numbers during the 
days of slavery, but many returned 
when assured of their freedom. Some 
remained, however, and of these To- 
ronto, Hamilton, and Chatham come in 
for a good share. There are possibly 
not more than 15 living here now of 
those who did not return, and, like 
their numbers, their days are getting 
few. The younger generation were 
mostly born in Canada. The greatest 
misfortune they have experienced was 
caused by almost total cessation of em- 
ployment by city hotels of colored help, 
and since that time there have been 
many negroes whose employment has 
been more or less uncertain. Of each 
as are employed, a goodly number are 
in the Pullman car service, possibly 
more are barbers, four are letter car- 
riers, some are waiters and restaurant 
keepers, some day laborers, and among 
those in special lines of bnsinesa are a 
photographer, an ice merchant and a 
coal merchant. A large number do odd 
jobs of one sort or another, and possi- 
bly one-third are without steady em- 
ployment. The women among them do 
a good deal of work, and they seem to 
hare better opportunities of employ- 
ment than the men. Quite a number 
ore engaged as house servant*, other* 
do washing and laundry work, and a 
few are engaged in dressmaking- and 
sewing at home. They have not saved 
much money, though a few own a lit- 
tle property in the city. It it seldom 
that mnch crowding1 la found among 
them. and. taltimr ttem.toeether1 the; 


jml'S'lyoe rti^ai'dcir as very peziceacne cit- 
izens. A few become troublesome at 
times, but, as a rule, the negro is in- 
clined to be friendly with his neighbors 
and congenial to those whom he meets. 
They take earnestly to education, and 
nre fond of reading. The children at- 
tend the public schools, and bold their 
own «ith other pupils. 


The colored man has proved himself 


a good citizen, and on this account it 
seems a pity that most of the joung 
men among their number find it nec- 
essary to leave for the other side. They 
complain that it is difficult for them 
to secure places here which they are 
desirous and capable of filling, and that 
they have already been forced to leave. 
In the United States their labor and 
ability seem to be more appreciated. 
They hesitate before seeking places 
here, as they claim to find the white 
man is almost univei sally favored. 
They are none the less conscious of the 
efforts made by some to gain them a 
fair recognition, and where such have 
been made their gratitude is universal- 
ly 
sincere. 
Especially were they 


grieved when one of their number, 
after having pract/eed for sis months 
in the band of a city regiment, and 
after having been granted his uniform, 
was refused admission when about to 
be sworn in, and given, as a reason, 
that he might "look like a black 
horse among a lot of white ones."—To- 
ronto Mail and Empire.

jurors tie other day by leading the boy 
before the judges of the supreme court 
and requesting that he be examined for 
admission. They all took the proposi- 
tion as a joke, but Chief Justice Doster 
fired a simple question at him, and he 
answered it so promptly and with such 
a confident air that Ihe justices were 
startled. 


By degrees more profound legal sub- 


jects were led up to. For about an hour 
the boy withstood a cross fire of tile 
most technical and perplexing ques 
tions from all three supreme judges. 
His ready and correct answers caused 
the greatest surprise. Time after time 
did the justices endeavor to entrap the 
boy lawyer, but every such effort was 
futile. Not only did the questions era- 
brace fundamental law, as treated by 
Blackstoue and Coolcy and as made b> 
the general trend of decisions, but they 
also covered the technique of the law 
practice. 


The boy was asked how he would han- 


dle different classes of cases, being 
given statements of facts. Eitlierby in- 
tuition or actual knowledge he seemec 
to readily and clearly grasp the case 
and his idea regarding the proper mode 
of procedure was in every instance con- 
curred in, not only by tlie judges but by 
the lawyers present. His judgment, af 
well as his knowledge of law, seemed in 
fallible. By a unanimous court the boy 
lawyer was granted a certificate of ad- 
mission to the bar, which was duly 
drawn up by the clerk of the court.

[orging resistlessly southward to be 
molded by warmer air anil waters into 
fantastic cathedral forms as it slowly 
should dissolve into the sea.

the sail flaps." 


"With one hnnd he held Ihe halyards, 


passed through the ring bolt at the bow 
and secured only by a single turn about 
the cleat.

NOW WHAT WILL SPAIN

for Liberty. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—In the senate to- 


day Senator Miton of Illinois, presented 


the following resolution: 


"RESOLVED, That the President 


of the United States is hereby re- 
quested to notify Spain and the Insur- 
gents In Cuba that the war, so-called, 
must be at once ceased and discon- 
tinued; and, that the United States of 
America hereby declare and will main- 
tain peace on the Island." 


This resolution Is preceded by a long 


preamble setting forth the horrors of war 


ae they eilst in Cuba and declares that 
•'all Christendom 1« shocked by its bar- 
barities." 
It sets forth the refusal by[the 


insurgents of protended autonomy, assert 
ing that the "daughters of insurgent sol- 
diers have been sold into houses of in- 


famy, women and children debauched and 
treated beyond power of language to de- 
scribe," telling ot tba sufferings of the 
concentradoi, declaring that the flag of 
truce Is abandoned and the struggle nar 
rowed to extermination or Independence 
pointing out the expenditures of Isrge 
turns by the United States to protect its 
citizens in toe island, and quoting thi 
Cuban paragraph from tho last Repnbll 


can national platform. 
Continuing the 


preamble disclaims a desire on the part of 
the United States to secure possession of 
Cuba and sayi the people do not complain 


of loss of trade with Cuba, seeks no redress 
lor this and other losses, and haw wal(«d 
till the barbarous situation in Cuba has 
become a stain on out continent and a 
blot on our Christian civilization. The 


people oi the United States are demand- 
ing no personal profit, having no fear and 
asking no favor. Conscious of tbt> justice 


of our position we do, in the prefenoe of 


the civilized nations of the world, In the 
name of justice and liberty demand that 


iho so-called war in Cuba inuft end.
